Bitter wartare was waged yesterday by 

certains bears ot the Chicago Board of 
Trade against Operator George H. Phillips 
and his dull campaign in corn. The at- 
tempt to crush the “corn king reached 
such a sensational point as to bring to Phil- 
lips’ side a strong ally in the person of Presi- 
dent Warren of the board, 
“It ts shameful,” said President Warren 
in the afternoon, “that any concerted 
attempt should be made to break a 
young man like Phillips, and if it is be- 
ing made I hope it will fail. The board needs 
men who have the ability to broaden its 
trade by bringing business to it, and no one 
ean deny that Phillips has done this: It is 
disgraceful that the country traders should 
be brought into the market and then a plan 
deliberatelf¥ made to freeze them out. Get- 
ting money by means of a sandbag or a 
piece of lead pipe is just as honorable.” | 

Many members of the board agree with 
‘the President's opinion of the campaign 
started with the apparent object of crush- 
ing Phillips. Incidents of that canipaign 
yesterday were sharp breaks in wheat, corn, 
and oats, the results of short selling and 
almost panic-stricken liquidation, partial re- 
coveries at the close on covering by shorts, 
and net losses of about two cents a bushe! 
on wheat cal e and nearly one cent on 
oats. 


‘Phillips Puts Up $250,000 Margins. 
Another incident was the calling of mar- 
gins on Phillips to the extent of nearly $250,- 
000 more, all such demands ng met

The attempt to snatch the. scepter from 
the “ corn king resulted in further heavy 
losses to his customers, either actual or of

No Such Word as Fail. 


In defense it was declared that Phillips 
was trading in millions of bushels, and no 
matter how much money he might have be- 
hind him the actual paid up capital of his 
firm was $30,000. As his firm would be lia- 
ble, in the event of a failure, only for that 
amount, it was the part of business prudence; 


But thére did not appear to be any such 
word as fall in Phillips’ vocabulary. He 
was a shade more thoughtful, a little less 
smiling, but showed no signs of nervous- 

ness. He made no attempt to support the 
markets until corn had had its worst break 
and reacted 1% cents when he bid es 
but was not accommodated. 


All Markets Open Weak. 


There were wild scenes in all the grain pits 
at times. At the opening the brokers were 
excitedly shaking their fingers at their fel- 
lows trying to sell grain for nervous cus- 
tomers. The markets were intensely 
nervous, and, in wheat in the first minute of 
the session, prices ranged from one-half to 
‘nearly two cents below the closing price. 
The prompt response by Phillips to morning 
calls for margins steadied the markets, but 
towards noon, on his selling out his wheat 
on general liquidation, and on the reported | 
failure of a St. Louis corn speculation, there 
were further sharp declines.

NEW RULES FOR BROKERS. 
Internal Revenue ue Collector Yerkes I- 
_ sues a Set of Regulations Govern- 

dng Special Taxes.

Washington, 
eof Internal Revenue Yerkes has issued a 
comprehensive set of regulations governing 
special taxes of brokers, dealers, traders, 
and taxes on transactions set out in para- 
graphs 2 and 8 of schedule A of the new 
revenue reduction act of March 2, 1001. 

‘These regulations hold broadly that a tax 
of $50 per annum is ‘on all persons 
pretending to deal in grain, provisions, cot- 
ton, and securities, but whose customers 
„understand that settlements are to be made 
dy differences and that the transactions are 
to be deenied terminated on certain paces 
being reached. 

Regular brokers and co as 
paying taxes as such, whet members of 
an exchange or Board of Trade or not, must 
also pay the bucket) shop tax where they 
do a business in the nature of a bucket som aa 
business incidental to their regular business 
as a legitimate broker. 

Every person, association, or corporation 
named in paragraph 8 of the act must de- 
liver to the other party to each contract a 
written memorandum, to which 
affixed a stamp dendting payment of a tax 

of two cents on each $100 face value cov- 
ered or pretended to be covered by 
action.

FEAR. AMERICAN COMPETITION. 


Austrian Manufacturers Demand Com- 
bine Against United States or 
Sectprocity Treaty. 


[Bpecial Cable to fhe Chicago Tribune. ] 
LONDON, April 4, 8 a. m.— The Times 
prints an article from Vienna dealing with 
the alarm caused by American competition 
and the movement for a combination in 
defense. The idea is in no wise new, but 
the correspondent reports that it has 
progressed to such an extent that notwith- 
standing the conflict between the agri- 
cultural and industrial interests the Austrian 
manufacturers are now prepared to combine 
0 the agrarians to avert the American 
The Manufacturers’ association has just 
held a meeting in Vienna, which was at- 
tended by representatives of the leading 
branches of manufacture. Dr. von Peez, 
e President, complained of the lack of i 
iprocity in the commercial relations be- 
tween Austria and the United States. Amer- 
ica, he said, everywhere demanded an open 
door for her trade, while she closed her own 
door to all comers. It was felt to bea griev- 
ous disadvantage to Austria that her im- 
ports from the United States were double 
her exports to that country. 
Numerous branches of Austrian produc- 
tion were damaged by the low prices due to 
American competition, which had also ousted

Indications in this part of the island point 
to an exceedingly large coffee and sugar crop. 
The De Ford estate, near Guayamas, proba- 
bly the largest on the island, will grind its 
first crop this year, and if this comes up to 
expectations, they will ship nearly $1,000,- 
000 worth of sugar this spring. A native 
planter near Guanica will soon ship $10,000 
worth of augar, and other planters have good 
crops in view. Agriculturally, Porto Rico 
has almost entirely recovered from the ef- 
fects of the cyclone of nearly two years 
ago. ‘

Pittsburg, Pa., April 3.—This city was to- 
day the center of a snow-storm that began 
early in the morning and continued with 
great force until late tonight. It caused 
serious damage, rendered practically useless 
for a time every electric wire in the city, 
suspended all street car travel, and in the 
— n isolated the city from the outside 
w 

A heavy fell before the storm came, 
and all reports from up river points tell of 
rising streams which may bring a ficod here 
and below. The losses cannot be fixed to- 
night, but conservative estimates place the 
amount at between $250,000 and $300,000, 
Telegraph and telephone companies are the 
heaviest losers, as their lines reach every 
part of the storm district. 

Early in the morning a heavy, wet snow 
began falling. It clung tenaciously to every- 
thing it touched, and by 9 o’clock every wire 
in the city was coated with snow so they 
were twice their normal size. The trunk 
lines of the central district were the first to 
give away. The poles were heavily laden, 
‘carrying 150 telephone wires and two cables. 
Wherever one pole gave away long stretches

The proposed measure owes its origin to 

‘the daily spectacles of reckless driving of 

heavy Vehicles by boys in the down-town 


Streets and the many resultant accidents’ 


and narrow escapes. The majority of reputa- 
ble expressmen favor the prohibition of boy 
drivers, as do all of the crossing policemen 
and the drivers of cabs and carriages. . 

Boys under 15 or 16 years are declared in- 
capable of careful driving in the rush hours 
of teaming in any congested streets. The 
crossing policemen say that a boy as a rule 
gives a loose rein to his team and dashes 
over crowded crossings without any regard 
for pedestrians. He heeds neither the warn- 
ing commands of the patrolmen nor the gongs 
of the street cars, but conducts himself as 
the owner of a lawful juggernaut, with li- 
dense to monopolize the thoroughfare. Many 
accidents have resulted from such careless- 
ness, and in no case has the responsibility 
been fixed on the driver. The employer’ of 


as a rule the blame goes unfixed. 

Recently many boy drivers have been dis- 
ciplined for carelessness in State street by 
the crossing policemen, but the evil is as 
flagrant as ever. These lads were in the 
habit of letting their teams dash through | 
the crowds while they curled up on the seats 
of the wagons and watched the people on the 
sidewalks and in the stores. 


Discusses an Ordinance. 
“Tf the evils of this practice are as deplor- | 
able as represented,” said Alderman Alling | 
yesterday, ‘‘ I hope that the Council will pass | 
an ordinance to prohibit boy drivers. It 
seems to me that a lad over 15 years of age 
should be able to manage a team in a crowded 
street, but the age limit will be fixed by the 
character of the evidence submitted.
